PART 1 THE IMMIGRANT ANCESTOR 


Among the earliest records for York County, Virginia 
may be found the name CUF:TI S. There is a will dated 13 July 
1647 and probated 11 November 1 648 for Richard Simons in which 
he requested that his "welbeloved frend Mr. Thomas Curtis of the 
New Pawquoson Parish" (sic.) be "supervisor" of this will. (1) 
This places Thom.-.-.6 Curtis . an adult, in the New Poquosin (later 
known as Charles Parish) in York County, Virginia in July 1647. 

THOMAS CURTIS . however, was in the Virginia Colony much 
earlier for record shows that he was a part of the muster of 
Mr. Danniel Cookins in Elizabeth City County in 1624/5 at which 
time he was twenty-four years of age. (2) (Elizabeth City County 
bounds the Charles Parish in York County.) So he was born 1600 
probably in England. 

He purchased a two hundred acre tract on the New Poquoson 
River from John Davis 20 July 1633 &nd he was given an additional 
one hundred acres on 14 July 1 636 for transporting two persons, 
John Kecher and John Roberts into the Colony. (3) 

He established his residence in York County and the Curtis 
descendants have continued to live in Charles Parish, York 
County on that same tract of land. 
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A York County record shows that Benjamin Hallyard, a servant 
to "Mr, Thomas Curtis" ran away for which the Court ordered that 
he be given "twenty stripes". That was 25 September 1646. (4) 

In the Parish Register ( Charles Parish Reg igtej.., edited by 
Landon Bell) there is recorded the burial of ROBERT . CURTIS ,. 15 Jan¬ 
uary 1687 and that nf MARY CURTIS 26 January 1687. Living in the 
same l&cale at that time definitely indicated a relationship. 

Robert Curtis probably was a son of Thomas Curtis • There is no 
will for either of these men but following them the genealogical 
line can be traced using York County Court records. (The land, how¬ 
ever, definitely ties Thomas Curtis as the progenitor of Robert 
Curtis and the given name Thomas__ is conspicious through many gen¬ 
erations^) 1 

For the purposes of this manuscript, ROBERT CURTIS is con¬ 
sidered the first generation, since a younger ROBERT CURTIS was a 
vestryman of Charles Parish in 1708 and is thought to have recorded 
the burials of his parents. 

R OBERT CURTIS . born ca. _, married MARY CHISMaR, 

daughter of Edmund Chisman. This is proven by Chisman's will, pro¬ 
bated in York County Court 4 February 1678, in which he named his 
daughter M»rv Curtis .(5) A footnote to the same reference states 
"Mary, wife of Robert Curtis, who in 1687 held lands* devised to his 
wife, Mary from her father Edmund Chisman." The family name of 
Edmund continues in the present Curtis descent. 


rarest CURTIS . son of Robert Curtis and his wife Mary 
Chisman Curtis, was born ca. 1659 (his oldest son was married before 
1706) and he died 171 6 . He lived in Charles Parish in York County 
and he had land also in England as v/ell as in Virginia. Being a 
Vestryman shows some degree of his prominance in York County. His 
will was written 11 August 1713 and was probated 21 May 1716. Law¬ 
rence Smith, Thomas Nelson, Thomas Chisman Jr., and John Chisman 
were overseers of his will. He named his children and also two 
grandsons.(6) He left to his two sons Edmund and Thomas Curtis and 
to his daughter Sarah Curtis, all of his "goods and chatties in 
England" and here. He allotted his slaves thus: to grandson, Robert 
Curtis a girl named Margery; to his son Thomas namely:Jac k, Tom, 
Nemiah and Chargay; to daughter Sarah viz.:Nero, Betty, Gussy, 

Dinah, and Nero the Younger; to daughter Katherine Corley one girl 
named Betty; to grandson Corley a girl Nell; to Daughter Jane Tre- 
villian five rounds and daughter Elizabeth Evans a ring to cost 

twenty shillings.(7)

EDMUND CURTIS . oldest son of Robert (Robert ) Curtis, was 

born ca. 1680 in Charles Parish, York County, Virginia. (Eis grand¬ 
mother's father was Edmund Chisman.) He married Mary Wade, daugh¬ 
ter of Arminger Wade Jr. and his wife Elizabeth Eatts Wade, of 
"Tinkershav/'s " in York County, before 1706. She was born May 1 6 , 
1683 (1) and her mother was a native of Elizabeth City County.

He 
named these children: Robert; Frances; Elizabeth; Mary; and Edmund 
and son Edmund would heir the plantation upon the Poquoson River 
following his mother's death. (Note- the immigrant ancestor, Thomas 
Curtis patented and purchased land on the Poquoson River.) 

The parentage of the Curtis children is recorded with their 
birth dates in the church register.

August 25, 1788 and was probated April 20, 1789.(11) He left his 
James City County plantation to his son William Harwood; the Wil¬ 
liamsburg property ("all my houses etc. in Williamsburg") to his 
son Humphrey Harwood. The remaining port of the estate was to be 
divided equally among his other surviving children (no names given).

CARPIS WSAY CURTIS displayed her dramatic artistry 
even in high school where she portrayed a major character in Our 
Town, by Thornton Wilder. Thus she persued this interest and 
earned two College Degrees in theatrical costume designing and 
later taught on the college level. At present she is a consultant 
and a cloth weaver for tvo art galleries. 

(Note: I well remember Mr. and . rs. Garrov; Curvis. He had a large 
farm in Grafton on Cl,', brick Church Road and George V.ashington 
Highway. In fact, the Denbigh Boulevard now bisects that farm. 

After the Civil War there were few large farms left in 
York County. But this Curtis-Lee Farm was large enough to use 
part of it for a pasture. He had a herd of sheep which was unusual 
for that time. As a child, I frequently attended Grafton Christian 
Church with my grandparents, Mr. and Mrs. Billy Hogg and I marvelled 
at the sheep grazing in the field across from the church. In fact, 

I believe they were the only sheep I ever saw here in York County. 

My gre t-grandciother, Maris Hogg, lived on ’.Vormley's Creek 
and she knitted, gloves for working men. Mr. Garrov. Curtis sup¬ 
plied her with the raw wo&l and Grandma Ris. washed, dyed, corded, 
and spun the yarn which she needed. She knitted the mittens and 
gloves on four tiny steel knitting needle^ and her hands moved 
quicker than the eye could follow her. 

Incidently, her spinning wheel was ye. rs later given to 
one of Dr. S.G.Cocke's daughters. Dr. Cooke was a special friend 
of the Hogg family. 

Mrs. Lul- Curtis also made a lasting ana favorable impression 
on me for she was the organist of Grafton Christian Church many, many 
years. As a child, sitting with my grand-mother on the pew I 
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listened avidly to the music for I, too, am enthralled by good 
music. Mr. John Thornes usually stood beside the organ and led the 
choir and congregation in the singing. I followed along singing 
"Calling, calling, calling now to thee; Oh. rearv prodical come" 
It was many years later that I knew what ora die-1 meant and 
rearv actually was weary. 

So, lasting impressions really •'re made in early childhood.

Christian Church and gave the land on which it is constructed.

In the York County Guardians' Accounts page 339 one learns 
that in 1817 Edmund Curtis IV. (his brother) was his guardian 
and he reported income from the hire of "Alice and her children" 
and of "Charlotte"; also one third of the proceeds from hire of 
Bettie. 

John Curtis owned much land. He bought an eighty-five 
acre tract for S900 from Type (Tiplady) Charles where Charles 
had resided. It was bounded on the south by Lewis S. Charles; on 
the north by the main road, on the east by the stream leading from 
lane bridge and on the west by the said Lewis S. Charles, being 
a portion and greater part given to the said Type L. Charles 
by his mother Mary Charles, deceased- 

Witnesses were Edmund C. Thomas, Robert Garrett, and Kemp P. Elliott. 
He bought this tract January 6, 1825. (2) 

These boundaries are given to help one now identify that 
tract. Grafton Christian Church is situated on a corner of that 
land. The "main road" is the present Brick Church Road which at 
that time was the main road leading from York County to Warwick 

County. Waterman used it for there was a road at the head of 

* 

Chisman Creek which lead to James River where those men worked, 

depending on the season. The "stream" was also called "Lee's 

Run"by my parents because a Lee family owned the adjoining farm. 

(Note: $900 was a large sum of money at that time.T.H.) 

Another deed dated August 25, 1826 shows that he also 
bought one hundred ascres located in the same area 
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from the Moss family. Parts of that deed are given: 

"Thomas Moss and John Bennett and Mary his wife, late Mary Moss 

one part and John Curtis the other part-tract—near the 

Mppti ng House 11 -same which Edward Moss, father of said 

Thomas Moss and former husband of said Mary, died siezed and 
possed-where he resided at time of his death— 100 acres—” 


John Curtis was a man of wealth and prominence in York 
County. There are many Court records that attest to his lending 
money to people in financial situations. (Banks and lending 
institutions as we know them were non-existant then.) 

He married Virginia E. Goodwin, daughter of Peter Good- 
win Sr. U*» /ZoV.OSt* 

When the Peter Goodwin Sr. estate was being settled in 1824, 
record shows that there was a tract of land at the mouth of 
Back Creek adjoining James Ironmonger and it was given to the 
widow; to Peter Goodwin Jr. and t o John Curtis in right of his 
Wife Virginia. 

In 1832 when Peter Goodwin Jr. wrote his own will, he 
he named his "brother-in-law John <£urtis". (More will be written 
later about these Goodwin-Curtis intermarriages as they relate 
to land distribution.)

Curtis II. (Edmund^I., Robert , Robert ) % his -third- wife, Ann 

Drewry Curtis, was born July 25» 1774. 

It seems appropriate to quote from the biographical sketch 

about him in V irginia Baptist Ministers _by James B. Taylor with 

an introduction by the Rev. J.B.Jeter D.D., copyr^ted in 1859* 

"Thomas Curtis was the youngest child of Edmund 
Curtis and Ann Drewry, and was born July 25, 1774 
in that part of York County called Fishneck. In 
early life he was apprenticed to learn the car¬ 
penter's trade and continued in the city of Norfolk 
in that business until the year 1801. During this 
period in general his character was good excepting 
the practice of profanity in which he sometimes in¬ 
dulged. 

In 1801, or about that time, he purchased a farm in 
Warwick County and there removed, locating himself 
for life. A remarkable revival of religion was en¬ 
joyed in that region under the ministry of Elder_ 

Gayle and Matthew Wood, when more than three hundred 
were baptized. During this season, Elder Curtis was 
brought* under a religious influence and professing_ 
religion, v/as baptized by one of the above named Minis¬ 
ters, in company"with nearly seventy others, on the 
14th of January 1805- He now became a changed man. 

It was soon apparent to his bretheren that he possessed 
Qualifications*for the deaconry; and this office was 
conferred upon him by Warwick Church, of which he was 
a member. This position he retained until called to 
the ministerial work. 

When he first began to exercise his gift in addressing 
his fellowmen is not distinctly known, but on the loth 
of August 1835 he was ordained into the ministry and 
entered upcn the pastorate of Warwick Church. Here he 
was eminently useful. Amid all the distracting in¬ 
fluences of Campbellism by which the mother church at 
Grafton was nearly torn to pieces, he remained firm, 
resisting these influences and preserving the body_ 
with which he was identified in its purety and efficien¬ 
cy. Besides his labors in connection with the Warwick 
Church, he established a branch at Mulberry Meeting 
House and here preached twice every month. 

Having entered the ministry late in life, he seemed 
intent on the best improvement of his time and talents. 



Although he found it needful to give attention to 
the support of a large family, yet he was constantly 
engaged in preaching the gospel from place to place. 

Naturally he possessed a vigorous mind. His early 
educational advantages were slender, but he availed 
himself of opportunities to improve his knowledge. He 
displayed sound judgement; as evidence of this, he was 
elevated Jo the magistracy and for many years actually 
and faithfully filled this position. He also repre¬ 
sented his County in the Legislature in 1821 to 1827, 
excepting one year. As a business man, he was reliable, 
both by information he had acquired and the integrity 
of his character. 

His death occurred on the 29th of October 1840, being 
sixty-six years of age. The event was deplored not 
only by his family, but by a large number of those who 
had shared in his ministrations. His gentle dispo¬ 
sition had endeared him to the people of his county 
and in his separation from them, he was missed as one 
they had tenderly regarded." 


(Note: This is a lengthy quotation, but the book from which 
it was taken has been out of print and out of circulation many 
years. The copyright of 1859 has long ago expired. This has 
been included in its entirety for possible enjoyment and pride in 
his accomplishments by his descendants. T.H.) 


No research has been attempted using Warwick (Newport News)

NEWPORT NEWS — Robert 
Bickford Curtis Sr., 86, who served 
as sheriff of Warwick County for 
20 years, died Wednesday, May 15, 
in James River Convalescent Cen¬ 
ter. 

Mr. Curtis began as deputy sher¬ 
iff under his father and was only 
19 when he was deputized by 
Judge C. Vernon Spratley, two 
years younger than the law 
allowed. Taking over as sheriff in 
1931, he held the position until his 
retirement in 1951 after serving five 
successive terms. 

In 1931 before he became sher¬ 
iff, he was shot while arresting a 
James City County man. The bullet 
ended his days as a baseball play¬ 


er. Mr. Curtis had be£n catcher for 
the Warwick Club, an amateur 
team that played York County, Fort 
Eustis and other Hampton Roads 
teams. He had also played halfback 
on Newport News High School’s 
1925 state champion football team. 

He was elected in 1954 to a four- 
year term on the last City Council 
for the City of Warwick, now a part 
of Newport News. 

He was a native of Newport 
News and had been a lifelong 
Peninsula resident, growing up in 
the old Curtis home on land now 
occupied by Denbigh High School 
and its grounds. 

He was a member of Riverside 
Baptist Church and was a 50-year 


member of Warwick Masonic 
Lodge 336. Mr. Curtis was also a 
charter member of the Hilton Lions 
Club and the Virginia Football Ref¬ 
erees’ Association. 

Survivors include three daugh¬ 
ters, Rebecca Penn and Kay Capfer 
of Newport News and Mary C. 
Coppersmith of West Simsbury, 
Conn.; two sons, James A. Curtis 
of Newport News and Robert B. 
Curtis Jr. of Herndon; 14 grand¬ 
children and 17 great-grandchil¬ 
dren.
